Rules Negro Has 
Right to Vote in 
Demo Primary 


—Washington 


Washington, April 3 —Ml— The 


Supreme Court ruled today that Ne- 
groes have the right to vole in a 
Texas Democratic primary to nom- 
inate candidates for Congress. 


Justice Reed delivered the 8-1 de- 


cision, which was of far-reaching 
importance in those southern stales 
where Ihe choice at a primary is 
usually equivalenl lo cleclion. 


Juslice Roberls dissenlcd. 
The majorily opinion slates that 


"the right to vote in such a pri- 
mary for Ihe nomination of candi- 
dates without discrimination by the 
state, like the right lo vole in a 
general eleclion, is a righl secured 
by Ihe conslilulion. 


"By Ihe terms of the 15th amend- 


ment 
that 
right 
may 
not 
be 


abridged by any stale on accounl 
of race. Under our conslilulion, the 
great privilege of

rulers may not be denied a man 
by the stale because of his color."
